Pood stamp change tokens are primarily what their title states, 
that is, change for a purchase involving the use of food stamps as 
payment. At different times in its history, the food stamp program 
by Federal law was required to issue change for less than one 
dollar in Pood Stamp eligible purchases in a media other than U.S. 
Currency. Tokens, paper* &cardboard slips, & even I.O.U's on a 
sales ticket were used, with plastic tokens seeming to be the most 
common. Following is a list of the Pood Stamp Change tokens of 
Pittsburgh, PA. It is important to note that many of the tokens, 
etc. offered are from the original manufacturer’s stock, often 
produced as samples but never actually issued ®r used by the 
merchant on the token.

Kane Hospital was named after Allegheny County Commissioner Chairman John J. 
Kane. Some called it the "Big House." When Kane opened its doors in 1958 it was the world's 
finest hospital for the care of the indigent aging. On February 7th, 1958, the Dedication 
Program brought visitors from all parts of the country and as far away as Europe. Housing 
for tending staff physicians, pharmacists, and nurses were within the complex. Kane Hospital 
had its own barber shop, beauty salon, chapel, dentists, and fire department just to mention 
a few services to make the patients more comfortable. The Allegheny County project cost 
$ 22,400,000 which provided for 2,100 patients. The hospital is located in Scott Township, 
Allegheny County which is Southwest of the City of Pittsburgh. The Allegheny County seat 
is located in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania.

In the above photo, the tallest building in the background is the main hospital building 
in the complex. This building was eight stories high and had 23,000 windows. On the token, 
two windows high represent one floor, except ground floor having larger windows. The 17 
millimeter (slightly smaller than a U.S. dime) nickel alloy token has the same obverse as 
the reverse, but with no indication of its purpose. To my knowledge, this is the only size, 
composition or design of this token. 
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Over a number of years I have seen the Kane Hospital token listed as/or possible 


shuttle bus, parking, cafeteria, dedication and radio token. About three or four years ago 
I questioned three Kane Hospital nurses at different times as to how the tokens were used. 
All three nurses told me the same story. Some of the patients felt they had money missing. 
No matter if absent-mindedness or pilfering were the reasons, the hospital administration 
took quick action by having a token made. The tokens could be used by the patients at the 
Snack Shoppe located on the first floor of the main building. Some of the patients refused 
to use the tokens, calling them play money. Neither of the nurses knew the value placed 
on the token. Contacting the Kane Hospital Public Relations Department personnel I was 
told by an employee working there for over twelve years that she never knew the tokens 
existed. 

Occasionally I still see the token listed in auction catalogs as a radio token. Last month 
I called Kane Hospital Public Relations Department and found out there was new personnel 
in this Department who were willing to help me find the value placed on the hospital token. 
Two days later, as I could not be reached the following day, I received a telephone call with 
more information on the token than I was seeking. 

The hospital started using the tokens in the late 1950's; this would place the time period 
shortly after the hospital opened; and were used up to the late 1960's. A value of 25<: was 
placed on each token. This amount could be used by the patients at the hospital Snack Shoppe. 
The metal token was replaced with paper script. 

At one time the Kane Hospital token was very common; by the roll in the Pittsburgh 
area. They have dried up since, but I still feel they are a common trade check. Any PATCO 
member that would like to have one for their collection, please send me a self-addressed 
stamped envelope. 

For a quarter of a century Kane Hospital provided for the chronically ill. With the 
introduction of Medicare and Medicaid and the increase in regulations of life safety 
requirements, the "Big House" became outdated. April 5, 1982 marked the date for the Ground 
Breaking of four new Kane Regional Centers. These mini hospitals will accept the challenge 


The mini hospitals still provide a Snack Shoppe 
for its patients which is located on the ground floor. 
The food concessions are contracted out. Today, 
patients use coupon tickets to buy 


to care for its elderly and handicapped. The Kane m 
hospitals are located in Glen Hazel, McKeesport, 

Ross Township and Scott Township, each having 
360 beds. This is the largest County-owned Nursing 
Home System in the Commonwealth. 
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at the Snack Shoppe. When first used they came in a book 
of $ 15.00 value. Now the book contains $ 25.00 worth 
of coupon tickets. The tickets are paid for by the State 
for any patient that cannot afford them. They are printed 
by the National Ticket Company in Shamokin, Pennsylvania. 
Their size is 2" x 1". The denominations are K-3$-5$-10<:- 
25<:-50<:. Each denomination is of a different color. I tried 
to buy a set, but was told they had to be turned in and the only 
way I could get a set is to become a patient. I have a 5<: 
which is an off-shade of pink, so I'm part way there! 

Volunteer hospital workers are given a signed slip from their 
Supervisor to receive a free lunch. Cash can also be used 
at the Snack Shoppes. 

I would like to thank the Kane Hospital Public 
Relations Department, nurses, and volunteer workers.

Something About Badges 

la this day and age there are no mavericks. Everybody is branded. Not with a 
hot iron, as in the days of the slave pen, nor is the brand at any time a mark of servi¬ 
tude. Some times it is just a tiny bow of narrowest ribbon hidden among frills and 
laces ; but it means a whole lot. In the color of the silk threads is woven the history 
of some Organization. 

The Railroad man wears a tiny lantern; the Printer a “ stick ” ; the Carpenter a 
saw; the Stoneman a mallet ; a tiny anvil swings from the watch chain of a Blacksmith, 
and so it goes. 

In addition to the symbols of a trade, nearly every man wears the emblem of his 
favorite Society, and by those emblems many friendships have been formed between 
strangers, and many a time the right hand of fellowship has been extended by a man to 
some fellow member who has met with misfortune. 

One meets with many badges, hundreds of varieties, at a National Convention, 
and each one has its own peculiar meaning. First of all comes the badge of the Or¬ 
ganization, then comes the Delegates’ badges. The Delegates from New Hampshire 
have tiny blocks of granite fastened to their badges; Kansas cannot raise enough sun¬ 
flowers to supply her Delegates; the Buckeye crop has been largely increased to meet 
the demand of the Ohio Delegations; Virginia wears a lot of peanuts, or a Minie Ball 
from some famed battle field ; the badges of the men from Louisiana are emblematic of 
the sugar industry; and Texas is represented by a pair of steer’s horns; the grizzly bear 
of California is met with at every Convention ; and Colorado’s mining wealth is adver¬ 
tised by miniature gold bricks. Every State is represented, and the one who walks 
along the avenues of a Convention city can tell at a glance the State or city from 
which a man comes, and yet not even pauses on the promenade to speak to him. 

Don’t ever go to a Convention without a supply of souvenirs from your own 
State. Badges are the only form of currency that will be accepted in exchange for a 
souvenir from some other State. From every Convention comes reports of large sums 
of money that have been offered to delegates by badge collectors for certain badges. 
These offers are almost always refused, inasmuch as the Delegate knows that his badge 
will bring him a souvenir of the Convention far more valuable to him on account of it s 
association, than any amount of money could be. 

The study of badges is interesting, and if you don’t believe it, examine closely 
the badges of the next Convention you attend.

The risque Little Egypt, legendary belly-dancer, opened many 
eyes on the "Streets Cairo" at the 1893 World's Columbian Expo 
Midway, But an June 21, 1893, the World's engineering eyes and 
soul were an Mrs, Magaret Perris, wife of George W.G* Perris Jr., 
who dedicated the Ferris Wheel. 

For 19 weeks this marvel was to circle the expo arid prove the 
vision, skill and promotional prowess of its inventor, George 
Washington Gale Perris, Jr. 
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The ride took 20 minutes, involving 2 revolutions. Each 
lifting the patron to the highest vantage point of the Expo. 

It was l5< stories tall, weighed 2.3 million tons, and was 
powered by two; 1000 horsepower steam engines. At the 1893 
Columbian Expo, it stopped every 100 seconds to pick up its 
1.4 million riders who paid the exorbitant price of the era of 
50 ^ per* ride. 

George Washington Gale Perris Jr., born in Carson City, 

Nev., attended Rensselear Polytechnic in Troy, N!Y, graduating 
with a mechanical engineering degree in l88l. In I083 he 
moved to Pittsburgh and started the G.W.G. Perris & Co., 
who’s primary business was the inspection of the iron & steel 
used in bridge construction. ’Legend’ at this point, has it that 
Perris designed the wheal while listening to. a Saturday lecture by 
w 'co-inventor’*' of the skyscraper Danial Burnham. Regardless of its 
origins, Perris sold the idea and raised $400000 to build the 
whee;I. 

The wheel wa23 built. As was noted, he charged per ride. 

This grosser! over $700,000. But building expenses of more than 
$325,000 proved to be more than enough. Expenses to move the wheel 
after the fair, first to North Clark St., in Chicago, then later to 
the 190i| World’s Pair in St. Louis were overwhelming. In 1906, 

10 years after Ferris’s death, the wheal was dynamited for scrap.

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Pittsburgh Peep-Show Tokens 

by Rich Bottles Jr. 



When most people think of trade tokens, they think of a token 
which entitles the bearer to a free food item or money off of 
certain merchandise. However, a couple of Pittsburgh tokens offer 
something different. 

Whereas a coin collector may hold up his 18th century Fugio 
cent and try to imagine who else may have handled the coin, we 
token collectors should put such thoughts out of our minds for a 
moment while I list a couple Pittsburgh peep-show tokens. 

The first is an obsolete bronze 40mm piece with the obverse 
words j"LIBERTY AVENUE SHOWPLACE/ 637 LIBERTY AVE./ PITTSBURGH, 

PA./ OVER/ ADULT ENTERTAINMENT." The reverse reads: "THIS TOKEN/ 
ENTITLES YOU TO/ SEE AND TALK TO A/ LIVE NUDE GIRL/ FACE-TO-FACE./ 
OVER/ ADULT ENTERTAINMENT.” 

The second token is a brass 28mm piece that is still in use 
downtown. However, the proprietors of the establishment are not 
exactly sympathetic to token collectors. The special tokens, 
which are intended to be re-used as slugs to activate a mechanical 
blind within a booth, are probably too expensive to manufacture 
for distribution to collectors (even at a dollar each). 

The obverse reads: "UPSTAIRS/ TO/ SNEAK/ A/ PEEK/ 801 LIBERTY 
AVE./ PGH., PA." The reverse words are: "ADULT MOVIES/ LIVE/ NUDE/ 
GIRLS/ FILMS MAGAZINES."

DONNELL IN FAWN TOWNSHIP ON JANUARY 26, 1880. THE FAMILY HOME¬ 
STEAD STOOD AT THE RIDGE ROAD - DONNELLVILLE ROAD INTERSECTION, 
BUT WAS DESTROYED BY FIRE. THE FAMILY MOVED TO TARENTUM IN THE

OF CHESWICK. IN 1917 THEY GAVE UP THE BUSINESS AND MOVED TO A 
HOME IN FAWN TOWNSHIP l/\ MILE FROM HIS BIRTHPLACE, AND LIVED 
THERE THE BALANCE OF HIS LIFE. HE BECAME A TRUCK FARMER AND 
RAISED STRAWBERRIES, RASPBERRIES, FLOWERS AND VEGETABLES FOR THE 
NEXT 46 YEARS. HE ORGANIZED WHAT LATER BECAME THE PLAZA FARMER'S

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BUTLKR COUNTY’S FIRST KFPORTED TRANSPORTATION TOKEN 
by Richard Bobbles Jr. 


The problem with Butler County, Pennsylvania area tokens is' that, 
except for some parking and trade tokens, there isn’t much to collect. 
There are no reported amusement, Civil War, car wash, or transportation 
tokens listed for Butler County. Transportation tokens from Ernleton, 
Foxburg, and Parkers Landing come close, but are still a few miles out¬ 
side of Butler County. 

However, the TT situation in Butler County seems to have changed 
recently with the insurance of a fare token for the Butler Area Transit 
System (BATS). 

In the March 12, 1987 edition of the Butler Eagle newspaper, an 

announcement was made that the Butler County Community College would 
start selling students bus fare tokens on Monday. The tokens would be 
sold only to students at a quarter a piece (with a monthly limit of ten 
tokens per student). The college’s student senate is subsidizing the 
program by paying half of the 50 cent one-way fare. The subsidy limit 
for the school per month is reportedly $50, thus it appears no more 
than 200 tokens per month will be sold to students at the college. The 
Butler Area Transit System is not selling the tokens at all. 

At this point, the only token I have seen is a 29 mm solid round 
red plastic with the inscription in black. I am not aware of any other 
colors or varieties.
